Oath/Declaration

4. Claims 1 8-23 and 24-26 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the 
claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claims 1 8-23 are improper dependent form as they fail to further limit 
independent claim 1 of control system. 

Claims 24-26 are improper dependent form as they fail to further limit 
independent claim 13 of method. 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 -26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over PA 
(figure 1 of the instant application) in view of Thomas et al. (U. S. Patent 6,219,046). 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, PA discloses all the claimed invention as shown in 
figure 1 and described under "BACKGROUND ART" of the instant application, including 
electrical connection (wires) between I/O and control & protection for signal transfer, 
except where, the I/O and the control & protection (measurement and monitoring) unit

are connected by a common bus for transferring signals. Thomas discloses of having a 
common bus connected between two systems for transferring signals, and computer 
control management system, column 1 , lines 30-40. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill In the art to modify the electrical connection of PA with the common bus 
electrical connection as disclosed by Thonnas to Improve reliability, efficiency and the 
same time reduce maintenance as well cost. 

Regarding daims 2-12 and 14-26, even though Thomas does not positively 
disclose the claimed invention, it is old and notoriously well known in the power industry 
(fossil or nuclear), to have the I/O means and protection means which control by a 
software to reduce human error. 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yalla et al., Pomatto and Hoffman disclose related art.
